BABY BEEF FEEDING 


was 


For Best Results More Grain Than 
Roughage Required, Start Feeding 
Before Weaning 


NOW ITS ALL CHANGED 


Someone may wish to know why 
it requires more skill to fatten baby 
beef than it does to finTSIT the more 
mature animal. It is because the 
natural tendency of the young calf is 
to grow rather than fatten which 
means that more grain must be fed 
in proportion to the amount of rough 
age and over a longer period than 
that required to finish a two-year-old 
steer. The two-year-old has got his 
grovyth. Therefore more roughage 
can be utilized in his ration. 

In the production of baby beef it is 
important to have low-set, blocky, 
well-bred calves. Off-type nr dairy- 
bred calves are not suitable because 
of their slow maturing tendencies 
and their failure to carry fleshing in 
the proper place and finish at the re¬ 
quired weights. It is also important 
to accustom the calves to eating 
grain before they are weaned. This 
insures against a heavy loss in 
weight following weaning.

In the 
spring when the weather became 
milder three-quarters of a pound of 
oil cake meal per calf was added to 
the mixed grain ration and this was 
gradually increased until the individ¬ 
ual calf was consuming from eight 
to Jen pounds of the mixed grain and 
oil cake mdal per day.

Bush clearing on farm lands is to 
be undertaken by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment this winter as a part of the 
unemployment relief program and on 
a plan similar to that of last year. 
Hon. 0. L. McPherson, .minister of 
public works, whose department will 
have charge of the work, states that 
the .government is now looking for 
possible contracts from farmers and 
expects to have enough signed up to 
make an early start on the clearing. 

The plan is that the government 
will enter into an agreement with the 
farmer at a regular commercial 
lates, undertaking to clear his land 
for the actual value.of the work done 
through ordinary channels. Arrange¬ 
ments are made for the repayment of 
these costs by the farmer over a per¬ 
iod of* time. Complete responsibility 
for working equipment, camps and 
operation will be assumed by the gov 
eminent. 

Field men from the Public Works 
department are now out looking for 
possible locations. Fair sized tracts 
of land are desired so that the cost 
of moving about may be lessened, 
and the camp sites will be chosen 
where a number of farms under con¬ 
tract may be served. 

Mr. McPherson says that-the land 
clearing scheme is being adopted 
again this year distinctly on a basis 
of unemployment relief. Some con¬ 
tracts that were made but not car¬ 
ried out last winter will still he avail 
able to start the present season’s 
program, but it is expected that there 
will be a large number t of additional 
tracts contracted for by farmers 
wishing to have their land cleared. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

We now enter the hockey season, 
that pleasant period of insanity.

! ondary commodities, and farmers are 
' busy trying to find ways and jneans 
i of meeting the. situation. 

) Something of what the men £n the 
j land are going to do first is seen by 
the return this fall to the doctrine of 
“the full cellar.” The first thing most 
farmers are finding themselves forc¬ 
ed to do is to live off the land. Wheat 
is being taken to the grist mills, and 
flour therefrom is being stored in the 
homes of the farms. With vegetables 
and fruits from the garden, and with 
beef, pork, Sutter and milk and eggs 
from other departments of- the farm, 
tlie farmer is able to reduce his act¬ 
ual cash outlay to a minimum. Cash 
resources can thus be conserved to 
meet the needs of creditors or to 
build up a surplus. Conservation of 
resources and maintenance i*f a li¬ 
quid position by reduction of debts 
and refusal to undertake _ any new 
commitments will put farmers in the 
best position to meet the present, 
serious situation. 

Other Resources 

Dairy products of which Canada 
is not now producing enough for her 
own use, will be one avenue towards 
larger income. Poultry products of¬ 
fer another opportunity. Livestock 
prices, in comparison with prices be¬ 
ing offered for coarse grains, are 
more attractive than wheat. The 
trend will be in that direction. The 
path to greater farm incomes by way 
of livestock is not going to be a rosy 
one, but there can be no gainsaying 
the fact that, once we have balanced 
up our wheat-growing undertakings 
with a reasonable amount of live¬ 
stock, we will be in a stronger posi¬ 
tion "ajfrfculturally than we have ever 
~6een”beTore. 

PITHY PARAGRAPHS 

An exchange says that with cat- 
skins for beaver' and rabbit for er¬ 
mine, the rarer animals now just 
seem to be furnishing the general 
idea. 

One of our farmers who is a keen 
hockey fan, suggests that if the

Most Widespread Form of Organiza¬ 
tion in Russia, is Artel, Not Quite 
Communism 

Those who are looking for a re¬ 
form of our economic system pic¬ 
ture an alternative situation such as 
prevails in Russia. This is on the 
basis of collective labor, and is very 
general. Does it appeal to us in 
Canada ? The more widespread form 
of jrganization is the -artel, one be 
ing u large collective farm with 120b 
families, where the land, working 
animals and machinery were com¬ 
mon property, and the members 
worked in large groups in' the fields 
together. But each family had its 
own house and patch of garden, and 
all except the poorest had a cow and 
a few chickens. Small farm anpnals 
were lessened by forcible collect (visa 
don. The manager considered tip' 
collective farm more productive and 
economical than a number of small 
farms. 

The proceeds were divided accord¬ 
ing to the quality and quantity of 
work performed. The surplus oVer 
maintenance and seed is sold to the 
state buying organizations. 

I'ltlmately ’ the commune, some¬ 
what modified by the introduction 
of a piecework system of payment 
designed to stimulate individual.pro¬ 
ductivity is the Communist ideal in 
agrculture, but the authorities reck¬ 
on with the fact that for some time
